Twenty-three million women have benefitted by the pawage 


of equal rights legislation in the legislation biennium which has, 
just come to a close. Women leaders saj; that the most popu- 
lar part of the equal rights program is that aimed to make the 
guardian s&ip rights of a mother over minor children-equal 
to those of a father. Legislation of this typ« succeeded in eight 
states. In Delaware, Georgia aud New York the right of a 
mother to inherit from a deceased child,was made equal to that 
of a father, and. in Virginia;the inheritance rights of women 
were made equal!
